TBS MILLION OF TRUK BKI.IRVERS. 
While it is the duty of a journal to make good its 
nnnonnocments of news by Ihrnlshlng all reasona­ 
ble corroboration of their troth when disputed, 
there Is a certain limit to this at which a paper 
may reasonably rest from Its task of convincing 
pcrverao incredulity. 
Long ago has that period 
been reached by the bXR&LD in the m atter of lU 
correspondent’s search for and finding of Dr. Liv­ 
ingstone. The donbtere first asked positive Infor- 
mation from Mr. SUnley about Llvtngstone’s move­ 
m ents during the last sU years, his health, his ap­ 
pearance and where last seen. These points once sat- 
Isfectorlly covered, doubt shook its head; It wanted 
letters from Livingstone himself. From information 
received ahead these were promised by the Ubrald 
nnd immediately upon their arrival in London were 
telegraphed through the cable to America. This 
•v en was nnsatisflictory. The doubters knew bet­ 
ter. The man who had “concocted” the story of 
tho m eeting with Livingstone In Central Africa 
m ight, with a similar display of what Hiss Braddon 
caUs “bold badness,” forge a letter to the Herald 
reciting in other words the story of Livingstone’s 
travels and “so-called” discoveries. Nothing easier, 
they said. 
By and by news came to America 
o f letters not only to the English Foreign Office, but 
to the family of the absent Livingstone. This was 
A DIRECT ASSAULT UFON TUB TBOMASBS. 
But the certificates Of Earl Granville and those of 
the explorer’s family as to the genuineness of the 
letters completely tumbled over their fortresses, 
and brought even the high and Royal Geographical 
doubters down to signing a capitulation. It is, 
therefore, with but Uitle regard to a further con­ 
vincing of these Individuals that we publish the 
accompanying JOc-simile, yet Its influence on them 
will result, If not m sUencing them, at least in 
making their incredulities more deservedly ridico- 
lons. To those who have long learned to admire 
the heroism of David Livingstone, which shone

This ex- 
Dedliioii reiidezvouBcd a t Berbera, on the African 
sbore of the

officers onfuiiougli. A few days after the expedi­ 
tion got under way they were attacked by the 
savages. One of Speke’s eom panlons was killed, 
ami he himself severely wounded.

His n ex t expedition Into Africa was 
more successful. The lake regions of the interior, so 
glowingly ilescrlbe.i by Doctors K rapf and Ilebman 
upon Inform ation gathered from the natives, were 
tho object of the journey which began a t Zanzibar 
in June, iKf.7.

Egypt, 2,300 years ago. 
Misty, indeed, w ere the 
Ideas of the tim e w ith regard to the great river 
source of Egypt’s w ealth, and Herodotus himself 
only correct* one 
absurd idea to account for 
the rise 
of 
the 
Nile 
to fall Into another 
more 
ingenloualy 
ao. 
The 
treasu rer of th e. 
tem ple 
aforesaid, 
while 
showing 
him 
over 
Its marvel* of ponderous architecture, chatted 
with him abesit the sources of the Nile, and, as a 
cicerone will, aasnmed a 
perfect knowledge ol 
every aubject th a t cam e up. 
Herodotus did not 
quite believe th e story, but he gives It with his 
usual ironartiallty. 
“That there are two moun- 
talus rising Into a sharp peak situated betw een 
the city of Hyene, In Thebals, and E lephantine; the 
BftQea or tbeae m ountalM Are, the one, Crophl; 


the otiicr, .Mupbl; th at tin* sources of the Nile, 
which are bottom los. ilow liom betw een (lies'! 
m ountains, and that 
HALF OF THE WATER FLOWS OVER BOTIT 
nnd to th e north, ilie o ther half over Ethiopia and 
the .Mouth.’’ 
In his travels Dr. Livingstone has 
beard repeatedly of such fouiuaius, and while 
iheir position, as given by the registrar. Is, of 
eourae, incorrect, the explorer lias very little 
doubt 
of 
their 
existence,

IS 
now,

preparing 
to clour up. The personal explorations of Hero­ 
dotus rcac'.ied no farther than the first ca tara ct; 
his o th er inform ation is adm ittedly hearsay.

the south through which the Nile flows. 
While re ­ 
ferring to Herodotus It may be w orth while to point 
another possible coincidence betw een his history 
and an ethnological observation of Dr. Livingstone. 
The explorer says th at he fonnd a light-colored, 
handsom e people in Rua, who worked copper 
m ines, wove grass very finely and were otherwise 
m ore distinguished In appearance and customs 
th an Ihelr neighbors. 
Herodotus recounts th at 
tw o hundred and forty thousand Egyptian soldiers, 
being placed on frontier duty at Elephantine, as 
the troops of the Viceroy scour the same country

B o n w ieu eris “raostdiacouragtng;’’ thRt the only 
tbeory to be gleaned from Dr. Livingstone’s letters 
Is “Simply Im possible;" th at the SianOard, echoing 
the opinion of geographers, is “m ore in the ilark 
tlian ever." Here is a field for explanation, had 
one only tim e or space In sOch a paper as this to 
explain. Let ua hope th at geographers who are in 
the dark will come forward to dem and to be ad ­ 
m itted Into the light. 
But, leaving these trem en­ 
dous questions to a subseqneul luuiuent, let us now 
tu rn our atten tio n to lhai large body of w ater 
called the 
TANOANTIKA. 
Englaml Is the first und foremost country In Afri­ 
can illscovcrics. Her .-oris are known to have 
plunged thioiigb Jungles, travelled over plains, 
m ountains aud valleys, to have m arched thiough 
the most awful wildernesses to resolve the many 
problem s which have arisen from time to time con­ 
cerning Central Africa.

useless watches. Ills box of ciiiTosities, it was be­ 
lieved by all, with the exception of a lew, th at the 
m ost glorious nam e 
am ong the 
geographical 
heroes—the m ost glorious nam e am ong fearless 
missionaries—had oeen adilcil to the m artyro ogy 
list; it was btdleved th at the illustrious Livingstone 
had at last succumbed to the many fatal Iniluences 
that are ever at work in th at awliil '.leart of Alrlca. 
It was in my search for this lllustnous explorer, 
which

ended so happily—far more 
successfiillv tlian

pated—that

to the

great lake, the Tuiiganylkii. 
At a little port, or 
bunder, called Ujljl. In the <li.strlct of I’jijl, my 
efiorts were crowned with sm cess. If you will 
glance at the 8oulliea.siern shore of the Tanganyika 
yon will find It a blank; but I m ust now be p-r- 
m iitcd to fill It with rivers and stream s and 
m arshes and m ountain langes. 
I nm .'t people it 
with powerful trines, with Walliia, W akawcn.ll, 
Wakonongo and W anyaiiiwezi; more to the soiirh 
with leioclous W atula ami predatory W arorl, aud 
to the north with .Mana Msengl, W angundo aod 
W alurlha. Before i-omlug to the Mai,vgarazl I Inul 
to pass through Southern Waviiiza. I'rossing th at 
river, aud after a dav’s m arch north, I entered 
L’bha, a broad plain country, extending 
fcom 
Uviiiza north lo llrundl and the lands Inhabited by 
the Northern W atuta. Three long m arches ttiroiigh 
L’bha brought me to the beaulUul country of 
I’karauga, and a steady tram p ol tw enty miles 
fu rth er westw ard liiouglit me to the divisional 
line between I karanga und Ujlil, the Linche Valley, 
or Buche, as Burton lias It. Five mlle.s further w est­ 
w ard brought us lo the sum m it of a smooth hilly 
rldgc, und the tow n of Vjljl emiiowercd In the 
palms lay at our feet, and lieyond wa.s the sliver 
lake, the Tanganyika, and beyond the broad belt of 
w ater towered the darkly purnie m ouutalus of 
Ugoma and fkaram ba.

There. In th at open square, surrounded by him- 
dreds of curious nativos, stands Hie worn-out. pale- 
faecrt, gray-bearded aud bent form of my great 
companion. There stand the sulleu-cved Arabs, In 
1 m il snowy dresses, girdled, stroking their long 
beards, wonuerlng why I came. There stand the 
WiViljl, children of the Tanganyika, side by side 
with the Wauyamwezl, with the fierce aud turbu­ 
lent WaruudL with lAvlugsfono and iiiyselfln the 
centre.

II wa.s alm ost sure th at the Albert Nyanza was 
no more llinn a lower Tuiigunylka, and Indeed he 
hud a very good reason for Welieving so. He had 
perceived a constant tiuw northw aril. All Hie 
Arabs and natives per.slsted in declaring th at the 
Uuslzl ran out of the Lake Tiinganvika. Cousldcr- 
Ing also th at there was a tradition th at Armunika. 
g iandiather of Itnmanikii, present K lngofK aragwe, 
had thought of deepiuilng the Kltaugule ilowing 
from the west to the Victoria Nyanza. in order to 
Iierralt Ills canoes to proceed to Cjljl for trading 
purposes, I cannot see why he was not JiisHflcd in 
thinking th at there was some connection between

Beloro I arilved at Ejljl lie had never been to 
the north end of the Tanganyika; but as soon as I 
m entioned the Interest ami liii|iortance attached 
to It, and offered to escort him thither, he lost no 
tim e In jireparing for the journey. Said he. In ex ­ 
cuse for not having visited the northern head pre- 
vloHslT. “ I never regarded It as of any Im portance.

II Is nnnccc.-is.ary to describe here; it bcilts more 
Hie pages of a hook. Livliig.st.oiie used to call it a 
plcntc, und I believe lie w rites of It In that sense to 
Lord Granville. I heartily coucur with him. though 
the picnic had Its drawback.s. 
As we hugged the 
coast of I'jljl and I riimll, looking sharply to every 
little Inlet and creek for the outlet that was said 
to bp Hotncwhcre In a day’s pulling, we would 
pass by from nrtecii to tw enty miles of coun­ 
try. 
As we left our cam p 
at dawn, 
alter 
de.spalchlng our breakfast of Mocha coffee and 
doiirra pancakes, wIMi the m ea gayly shouting aud 
chanting their lively chorus, echoing among the 
g reat niounUliw th at rose tip sometimes 2.o«o and 
feet above oiir liead.s, we did not know th at 
our nex t camping place might t>c In as enem y’s 
country. Who i-oiiUI guarantee our lives while 
ram ping In the country of L’rundl’ Several tim es 
we wore in danger. Twice we wore obliged to fly— 
twice our men kept watch all night lest we m ight 
be surprl.seil while asleep. Twice during the noon­ 
day heats wc drank the exhilarating Imhca with 
our eyes ami cars painfully on the alert, lor Hie 
enemy we knew to be on the search for ns. These 
were some of the drawbacks to the pleasure of Hie 
picnic. 
It took us ten days’ hard pulling to reach 
Hie head of the lake, a ilistance of nearly one 
hiiiidreil 
geographical 
miles from 
lljijl. 
Two 
days Hufflced for 
the coast of lljlji, the re­ 
m aining eight we were coasting along the Imld 
shores of Uriindl, which grmlually Inclfnod to the 


relief exM dltlon go on and 
answ er tiiat U vlngatone was already relieved, aud 
needed no stores. To the fourth question, “ W hat 


eastw ard, the w estern ranges, ever bold and high, 
looking like a huge blne-black barrier some thirty 
miles west of us, to all appearances Im penetrable 
and Inipas-able. If the w aters of the Tangan.vlka 
could Im dralnoA out, and we were to stand upon 
the aum m tt of those g reat peaks, whioh rise ab­ 
ruptly out of tho lake, a m ost wonderful scone 
would be iiresented to us. We should see an ex tra o r­ 
dinary deep cnasm from five thousand to seven 
thousand feet deep, with tho large talan*! of Ub- 
wai1 rising like another Magdala TTom the awful 
depths around It; for I thluk th at the greatest 
depth of th at lake Is near three thousand deep. 
TAKING SOUNDINOS. 
Only two miles from shore I sounded, and though 
I let .losrn 020 feet of Hue I found no Imttom. 
Liv­ 
ingstone sounded when crossing tho T ang an y ik a. 
from the westward, and found no bottom with 1,800 
feet of line. The m ountains around the northern 
half of the Tanganyika fold around so close, with no 
avcmio whatever for the escape ol w aters save the 
narrow valleys and ravines which adm it rivers and 
stream s into the lake, that were It possible to force 
the w ater Into a higher aitltu*le of 600 feet above Its 
orosent level Its dimensions would not be Increased 
very considerably. The valley of the Nalagarazl 
would then be a narrow deep arm of Uie lake, and 
the Hiislzl would be a northern arm, orooked and 
tortuous, of sixty or seventy miles In length. The 
evening before wo saw the Kusizl a ffeeilman of 
Zanzibar was asked which 
WAV THE MIVKR R A N - 
out Of the lake or Into it ? The man swore th a t 
he had iieen on the river but tho day befor<‘, and 
th at It ran out of the lake. Here was an announce­ 
m ent calculated to shake the most scepUoal. 
I 
thought the news too goo*l to bo true. I ®huuld 
certainly have preferred that the river ran out of 
the lake Into cither the Victoria or the Alliert, The 
night we heard thla announcem ent made so ear­ 
nestly LIvlDgHtone and myself sat up very late, 
speculating as to where It went. 
Wc resolve*!, If 
It flowed Into the Victoria N.vanza, to proceeil with 
It to th at lake, and then strike south to i nyani- 
yembo, and, If It flowed Into the Albert Lake, to pro­ 
ceed Into the Alliert an*l cruise all aroun*! it, in 
the hope of m eeting Baker. As there was war 
iietween the rival trlties inhabiting the banks 
of the Rnslzl, the King Mokiimba advised us to 
priKeed to his brotlicr’s village In Mugehawa by 
night, which was situated about eight humlre*!

But, gentlem en, I m ust ask your permission to 
deliver a message from your g reat associate Liv­ 
ingstone. who lung licfore this ha.sleft Unyanyembe, 
and Is proceeding to the scene of his late discov­ 
eries. He told me to tell you that he w ants no eom- 
paniuii now; th at he reiiuircs no more sto res; th at 
when he lias satisflcd himself of the sources of the 
Nile he will come home and give yon such reports 
as will satisfy you. With plenty o f stores uud over 
seventy gooil men, well arm ed aud equipped, he is 
now on route to Uflpa, healthy and strong aud as 
entluisiasilc as ever. 
Having delivered my m es­ 
sage, 1 conelnde with thanking yon for the attention 
w ith which you have listened to me.

Out of 
this prim ary stupidity all the rest naturally grew. 


W HY TUB DELAY 7 
Mr. W estm ann could not m ove, and the le tte r 
w aited the re tu rn of Prince Gortschakoff; but by the 
tim e tho Prince had retu rn ed to his post a reason 
had arisen for tho Em peror’s wishing th at Mr. 
C atacazy should rem ain for a while longer at Wash­ 
ington. There was. therefore, in October an ob­ 
stacle to an im m ediate com pliance with the request 
of tho United S tates governm ent, though this 
obstacle could scarcely be said to ex ist In July, and 
provision to overcom e it could th en have been 
readily made. 


THE VfSfT OB ALEXIS. 
The Grand Duke Alexis was ju st then, it will be 
rem em bered, about to visit the U nited States. It 
was necessary to have a Russian M inister In Am er­ 
ica during th at visit, and it was then too late to 
nam e a new one. Ills Majesty the Em peror, there, 
fore, in order th at the contem plated visit m ight be 
m ade, and in order th at the sudden relinquishing 
of tho visit m ight not create a scandal through the 
world, requested th at his M inister should be p er­ 
m itted to rem ain during his son’s visit. It will be 
rem em bered this concession was m ade by our gov­ 
ernm ent, but m ade In such a grudging and pitiful 
spirit, and was loaded w ith conditions which in 
their very n atu re Im pugned the good faith and 
cracity of tho Em peror of Russia.

The distinguished Am erican could but reflect 
once m ore on tho little wisdom w ith which the 
world is governed, and could not h u t reg ret th at 
the p art of the world In which ho felt m ost Interest 
seem ed a little w orse off than the o ther p arts in 
this respect.

« la te of New York. 
THE ANTl-CTIANDI.EB WAR. 
Although Mr. Blair had served M ichigan as the 
w ar Governor and com m ander-in-chief betw een 
18«1 and 1865, for the p altry sum of $1,000 a year 
aU otted by the constitution, which p u t him In debt 
and compelled him to sell his farm , he was stil 1 
nnable, w ith aU the w eight of his personal and 
m oral character and services, to stand up against 
Cbandlcrlsm . 
Mr. Chandler doom ed him to 
be 
obliterated, as he refused to coalesce with the p re­ 
vailing “rin g ,” and, as Is generally presum ed, he 
bad too m uch statu re and p arts to please Mr. 
Chandler’s uneasy vanity as a fellow-Senator. 
Blair w as beaten for the United S tates Senator- 
Bhlp In common w ith William A. Howard, one of 
C handler’s associates and o ther able m en; and 
young Perry, of G rand Haven, an am iable young 
m an of some m eans, b u t no ability, was given the 
■eat by Chandler’s will and instrum entalities. This 
Incited nearly the whole of the Intellectual m an­ 
hood of the State to rise and declare w ar against 
Cbandlerism in Michigan. For some tim e William A. 
H ow ard wavered, b u t in the end all the liberal 
republicans w ere whipped back Into the party, ex ­ 
cept Austin Blair, who had too m uch pride of cliarac- 
te r and p ast public statio n to subm it. A lter conferr­ 
ing w ith Charles Sum ner, Mr. Banks, Mr. Trumbull. 
M r.Farnosw orth and others, .Mr.Blulr threw in his lot 
w ith Horace Greeley and raised the b anner of open 
revolt. This pleased Mr. Chandler, Mr. Eben W ard, 
th e g re at capitaUst and m erchant of Michigan, and 
others, and they prepared the m achinery to 


CRUSH BLAIR OUT 
in th e Jackson district. Mr. C handler’s constituent, 
P oetm aster Edm unds, of W ashington, began to 
frank docum ents ag ain st Blair by the tons of 
thonsands. 
P ostm aster General 
Crcswcll 
was 
brought to M ichigan to lead the assault, but the 
dem ocratic p arty m agnanim ously closed around 
Blair, and he delivered the m ost telling speech 
opon a specific issue yet m ade in th e West, 
nam ely, a fearfhl arraig n m en t of Creswell’s culpa­ 
bility in th e auditing of the Ohorpennlng claim, 
t o this speech Creswoll’s defencé a t Lansing w as a 
very w eak m atter, and th e P ostm aster General 
left Michigan w ith no laurels and his visit rath er 
deprecated by the regular republicans. 
The n ex t m ovem ent of Chandler was to 


ESTABLISH THE BLANTON DUNCAN PARTY 
In M ichigan; but th e Instrum entalities w ere too 
plain, and the plot failed. Old Edm unds, post­ 
m aster aforesaid, franked the invitations and Sena­ 
to r F erry ’s b ro th er—a lightw eight and th e Impecu- 
nlons spendthrift of th e fam ily -h ead ed th e job in 
the w estern p a rt of the S tate, while around De­ 
troit, the co n tract to Bourbonize the Democracy 
was let out to an ex-Mayor, whose official charac­ 
te r stank by reason of his traditional association 
w ith paving rings, the Forest Fires Relief Fund, and 
the auctioneering of city patronage while Mayor. 
In spite, therefore, of all this intriguing against 
Blair, both the Uberal and dem ocratic parties ral­ 
lied proudly around him.

to ills own p rivate resources solely to make the 
society or Grand Rapids agreeable. 
The four nam es m ost quoted for Governor were 
those of Judge Sutherland, Judge Cooley, Duncau 
B tew art and a Mr. Kobluson, of the southern tier 
of counties, all republicans until ol late.

BlAlr’s nom ination was assured If he would only 
consent to accept, and when he arrived at SwecCa 
Hotel, the evening before the Convention met. It 
w as finally declared th at he had given up hl.s pri­ 
vate Inclinations and further cauvasalng was un- 
ry.

The m ajority of 
the States w ere represented by able and o arn est 
men. and the Columbus platlorm , w ith David Davis 
and Joel Parker were given to the country. The 
com m ittee appointed by the Convention to inform 
these gentlem en of tlicir noiniiiatinn, and ask their 
acceptance of tho s-arnc delayed rhcir action till 
after the C incinnati Convention, hoping our ticket 
m ight be adopted by that body. 
Labor reform ers 
generally hoped for this result, but were disap­ 
pointed like ihe com m itleo. 
After Cincinnati the 
com m ittee, from over zeal for tho Cineinnati nom­ 
inees, or from some m ost chlm erleal idea of policy, 
failed 
to 
carr.v out 
the 
Instructions of 
the 
Convention. 
M urmurs of discontent began to 
arise, which at last became so general tbat 
E. M. Cbam berlaln assnme<l the responsibility of 
acting for the com m ittee. 
BoihDaM s and Parker 
declined, and substantially declared for Greeley 
and Brown at the sam e time. 
In view of this, and 
the fact th at the chairm an of the National Com­ 
m ittee and of the com m ittee to inform the candi­ 
dates of their nom ination had so long neglected 
his duty, and also the latqness of the canvnss. 
Mr. Cham berlain look Ihe responsibility of calling 
A conference of labor reform ers In New York on 
July .w. This conference, composed mainly of dele­ 
gates to Columbus, decided to call a National Con­ 
vention at this city on August ¿2 for the purpose 
of placing a national ticket In the field. 
The convention assembled In this city and de­ 
rided not to eu ter the Presidential light, hnt agreed 
th at If the Louisville Convention adoptccf our 
Columbus platform, or an em bodim ent of Its prin­ 
ciples, and nom inated Charles O’Conor for ITesl- 
dent, th at labor reform ers would support their 
ticket. It will be seen from tbis aetton th at the 
labor reform party takes no stock In the Louisville 
move until after Its action Is known, and not then 
unless It plants itself squarely on our principles, a 
thing I by no m anner of m eans expect. 
Labor reform ers look upon this Louisville move 
an one In the interest of G rant and Wilson, and 
will continue to do so unless it p ats forth a laimr 
reform platform In strict keeping with th at of the 
Celumbus Convention. The m en of C olum bns-the 
true men of o ar party—are not going to be need by 
politicians to elect either G rant or Greeley.

ing no candidates of our own we shall vote as we 
see fit, and shall not be “roped” into any alliances.

Tka OMMtnlaUM of tH* Presidential 


OampalCB—W k r the R esult Is Oonbt> 
fdl, and How It Can bs Made Se« 
enre. 
The result of the Presidential oamiiaigu is, 
to say the least, uncertain, and neithe r party 
pretends that it can hoiie to achieve success 
for its candidate except by hard work and a 
thorough canvass. 
Yet four years ago the re- 
publicaus, under the same leader who uow 
heads their column, walked over the Presiden­ 
tial course, carrying twenty-five Status out of 
thirty-three by majorities ranging from five 
hundred in California to seventy-seven thou­ 
sand in Massachusetts. 
At that time the pat­ 
ronage of the federal government was only 
partially in their favor, and the negroes in 
sevenil States were not voters, while in the 
present contest they have the eufranchLsed 
negroes almost solidly on their side, and every 
federal office in the United States supplying 
them with money and votes. 
Then the demo­ 
crats were united on a popular candidate, 
taken from their own muks, while now, if we 
are to credit tho assertions of tho republi­ 
cans and the “straight-outs,’’ the democratic 
party is broken into fragments, some of 
its members supporting Greeley, some Grant, 
some 
tbe 
Louisville 
nominee, 
whoever 
that may be, and some refusing to vote at all. 
Under these circumstances it might bo ex­ 
pected that the republicaos would command 
an easy victory, and there must be some uu- 
exi)li*ned reason for this singular loss of cou- 
fiflonce in their owu strength, especially as 
they scout the idea that the liberal defection 
has occasioned any serious rupture in their 
org-anization—some cause for the unexjiected 
closeness of a contest which should have been 
for the administration nothing more than a 
triumphal march. Why is it that North Caro­ 
lina. which gave a republican majority of 
eighteen thousand in the State election of 1868, 
yields only a scanty and doubtful thousand or 
BO to the Gubernatorial candidate of the same 
party in 1872, and gives to the democrats tbe 
State Legislature, a United States Senator and 
an incroasetl number of Congressmen ? Why 
is it that the State of Maine, with its unshaken 
republican majority ever since tho republican 
organization had an existence, is. regarded as 
debatable ground, and calls for giant efforts 
to keep it in the republican line? If, as we 
arc assured, the liberal leaders have no follow­ 
ing in the ranks of their old party, and tho 
democracy is demoralized and scattered, whence 
comes this opposition element which shakes 
the foundation of the powerful república u 
column and threatens to topple it over and 
cast it into tho dust ? 
How is it that, after 
being strengthened by the possession of power 
during four years of peace and prosperity, the 
organization that elected President Grant so 
triumphantly Ls uow compelled to put forth 
almost superhuman efforts to save him from 
defeat even in sterling republican States ? 
The cxjilanation can only be found in the 
unpopular policy of the party which controls 
tho national administration and puts Presi­ 
dent Grant before the people as its candidate 
for re-election. 
The President is the same 
man to-day he was four years ago. 
He has 
lost none of the prestige he won as the suc­ 
cessful leader of the Union armies against the 
rebel Confederacy, and the people honor him 
as much now as they tlid when he was made 
the Lieutenant General of their armies by 
Congress and when he was elected to the 
Presidency by their votes. 'The nation owes 
him 
uow 
the 
same debt of gratitude 
it 
owed 
him 
when 
he 
paroled 
the 
brave soldiers of Leo and Johnston and 
declared the rebellion at an end. 
But 
in the last Presidential election General Grant 
stood before tho people on his own personal 
record and on his individual political views 
and principies as indicated by his words and 
acts. No person knew or cared to know what 
had been his political antecedents. Ho had 
proved himself during the war independent 
of tho politicians and disposed to re.sist their 
interference with the military authority. 
The 
terms granted by him to Lee’s soldiers ; his 
prompt denunciation of the attempt to violate 
those terms by the arrest of General Lee for 
treason; the conservative tone of his report 
on the condition of the .South ; his desire to 
extend to the subdued rebels*all their rights 
under the constitution and to restore self- 
government to the Southern States; his ap­ 
preciation of the wisdom of educating the ne­ 
groes up to tho standard of intelligence neces­ 
sary to enable a citizen to exercise the elective 
franchise with advantage to tho community, 
and his famous expression, “Let us have 
¡leace,” were aocepted as the platform of prin­ 
ciples upon which he stood before the country 
fur ita support. 
He wiw not looked upon as 
a distinctive party candidate. 
At one time it 
seemed uncertain of which political organiza­ 
tion he would be the uominee, and he received 
the votes of thousands of citizens indei>endent 
of political con-siderations, for the reason that 
he was believed to be free from partisanship 
and as capable of leading in peace as he had 
shown himself to be in war. 
In the present 
campaign General Grant is put forward as the 
candidate of tho republicans, and bears on his 
shoulders the policy of the men who surround 
his administration—the policy of tho radical 
Congress and of an incompetent Cabinet. The 
people are culled upon not only to re-elect 
the General Grant of four years ago, but to 
vote for the continuance of the Congressional 
policy towards the Southern States, for the 
retention of tho present Presidential advisers, 
and for the endorsement of the foreign policy 
of the past four years. This is the explanation 
of the closeness of the contest and of the mys­ 
terious strength of the opposition. 
In the early part of the campaign we took 
occasion to teU President Grant that if he 
would rid himself of his unpopular advisers, 
nullify tho objectionable policy of Congress by 
suspending the operation of military law in 
the Southern States, change his Cabinet, and 
take a practical step in civil service reform by 
recalling tho ward politicians and incompetent 
persons misrepresenting the United States in 
foreign missions and consulships, he need 
hove no fear of the result of the election. Few 
people would prefer Greeley to Grant as the 
latter stood four years ago. It is evident that 
many will prefer Greeley to Grant as the latter 
stands to-day. It is very probable, we admit, 
that the republicans may rc-olect their candi­ 
date; for, .according to tho present outlook, 
tho financial on¿ commercial interests ot the 
country do not seem to desire a change of ad­ 
ministration at this time, and appear to deem 
it safer to accept four years more of Grant 
than to trust to the doubtful experiment of 
Greeley. Nevertheless, this is only conjecture, 


and remains to be tested by the October elec­ 
tions. No authoritative voice has spoken on 
the subject, and we can only base our 
opinions upon tbe apparent tendency of senti­ 
ment among moneyed and business circles. 
Our best judgment leads us to believe that such 
is the present situation of the canvass ; yet it 
must be remembered that the features of this 
remarkable campaign have chauged more than 
once since the commencement of the contest, 
and may change again. 
An ably conducted 
democ ratic contemporary, whose duty it is to 
support Mr. Greeley, endeavored yesterday to 
tiud some other explanation of the reaction in 
theGreeleycau.se than that we have given, 
and its editorial was well constructed and en­ 
titled to consideration as an effective political 
argument. It is undoubtedly true that a high 
pressure rate of speed caunot be kept up un­ 
ceasingly in a political movement, and that in 
polities, as in the weather aud in the business 
of Wall street, there must come a season of 
htósitude and dulnoss. Nevertheless, wo attrib­ 
ute the Greeley stagnation maiuly to the 
settling hack of the moueyed interests of the 
coimtry apjainst a change of administration in 
a period of peace aud prosperity ; and we 
dfcm 
it likely, unless there should bo 
a counter-reaction in this direction, that the 
reimblienns, by the aid of the financial aud 
commoreial cLisses, may carry their candidate 
to victory despite the political issues of the 
eampaigu. At the same time we rt.‘peat that the 
doubt aud uncertainty that .still hung over the 
result are due to the men and the policy Presi­ 
dent Grant now represents, and we are more 
than ever convinced that if the President would 
rid himself of both and stand once more before 
the people as he stood in 1868, upon the sound 
platform of his personal record, independent 
ot p:irtisan policy, his triumjjh in November 
would be uo longer doubtful. 
It is our duty to state facts, however uupala- 
tablc they may be to the politicians; aud w'e 
warn the President of the dangers in his path 
iu order that he m.ay avoid them iu time. Tho 
II e h a ld is an indepondeut journal, and cares 
no inoi’o for Grant thnu for Greeley, aud 
no more for either of 
them 
than for 
any other reputable citizen of the United 
States. 
We have supported General Grant 
as the head of tho national administmtion 
chosen by the people, just as we shall always 
be found on tho side of the government of tho 
oountry, under whatever party, in all its proper 
acts. We have criticised tho present adminis­ 
tration as we shall criticise all others, fear­ 
lessly and we hope justly. We advise the 
President to renounce tho reconstruction pol­ 
icy of Congress, as he has the jiowor to do, by 
susjiending tho operation of the Ku Klux law 
and taking the iron hand from the throat of 
the South, because we believe the large ma­ 
jority of tho peojde desire to see the Southern 
States restored to self-government, peace es­ 
tablished all over the land and the bitter mem­ 
ories of the war buried forever. 
We counsel 
him to repudiate Boutwoll’s policy of negro 
hate and revenge, because wo know that it is 
fraught with danger in the future and startles 
tho conservative principles of all responsible 
citizens. Party journals are unable to un­ 
derstand this position. 
If they support an 
administration they must support it as parti- 
saus in all things, good and evil alike. 
If they oppose a President 
they must 
oppose 
him 
as 
the 
rejirescntative 
of 
a rival party and must see no good in any­ 
thing he may do. 
We now tell President 
Grant that tho uncertainty and doubt that sur­ 
round the present contest are due to the un- 
jjopularity of the republican policy and to tho 
belief that the republican party is the secret 
enemy of refonu. 
He is experienced enough 
as a soldier to know that tho army now at his 
liack is not the army he led in the campaign 
of 1868; that the standard under which he 
now fights is not the standard that marshalled 
him to victory four years ago. Lot him change 
his division commandei’s and alter his plan 
of battle, and the result will be no longer 
doubtful. Let him fight it out on the partisan 
line, and while he may remain in {lossession 
of the field it will only be after a hard contest 
and through the uncertain fortune of war. In 
tho one case triumph would be certain; in the 
other defeat and a rout are by no means im­ 
possible.

A pleasant belief prevails among thos 
who have never had occasion to test its 
reality that we have a city telegraph in opera­ 
tion for the rapid transmission of mess.iges 
from one part of tho city to another. The 
fiict is, that deficient as we are in the means 
of rapid transit in New York, a messenger of 
ordinary diligence can beat tho telegraph line 
over any distance between the Battery and 
Harlem Bridge, and give the electric wires a 
good start at that. We can ordinarily send a 
boy from the H e r a l d office to tho Fifth Ave­ 
nue Hotel with a letter and receive an answer 
back by his hands before a message, if sent 
by 
the 
telegraph 
line, 
would 
have 
reached ita destination. 
Indeed, a mes­ 
sage sent from New York to Philadel­ 
phia will often be despatched 
and an­ 
swered in less time than would be consumed 
in transmitting a telegram from tbe City Hall 
to Thirtieth street. Wo need quick and thor­ 
ough telegraph accommodations, and if the 
business of the Western Union is too great to 
permit them to do this branch of the 
service prop^ly we should have an inde­ 
pendent city company. We would willingly 
aid such an enterprise by a liberal subscrip- 
tion, and on; Vnsiness men wonld promptly 
raise sufficient oepital tp establish it if started 
under reliable auspices ánd efficient manage­ 
ment Such a line^ if kept open day and 
night, and made ef(^U^e as a means of really 
rapid communication, would pay a handsome 
profit, besides being a valuable public accom­ 
modation.

The fogs of doubt which becloud and 
bemnddle tbe minds of certain careful indi­ 
viduals whose mental grasp is moderate with 
regard to whether Stanley ever met Living­ 
stone, whether such a being os Stanley ever 
existed, whether Livingstone is not a myth 
and Africa a mere moonland, are doomed to a 
premature dissolution. 
In another page of 
the Hebalo will be found a facsimile of Dr. 
Livingstone’s first letter to this journal, which 
will be seen and scmtinized by a million read­ 
ers to-day. 
To the doubting Thomases of 
every grade we dedicate it in all the kindness 
which a feeling of pity for limited human intel­ 
ligence can inspire. But not only to these; 
for the millions all over the world who accept 
an honest story in good fiiith will look on the 
page which contains the/ar-simiZe with eyes of 
reverence for the noble man who penned the 
original. 
YVe have had from time to lime occasion to 
.smile editorially at the weak, shifting ways of 
the increduloos iu this matter, and from thoir 
OMTi mouths judged them. It would be a 
superhuman work to take every single doubter 
up, for such is the perversity of a man of this 
class who fiuds himself in tho wrong that he 
would doubt his own existence sooner than 
the fact of his staring you iu the face should 
bo proved to him. 
Like the village school­ 
master of Goldsmith, 
Even when Ijeaten he could argue still. 
While words of learned length and thundering 
sound 
Amazed tlie gaping rustics ranged round. 
Prouiinent among the latest eiUtious of 
Thoiuas is a Long Island philosopher named 
Noe, who knew (on the authority of the local 
postmaster) all about Stanley some six years 
ago, and hence knows all about him up to the 
present moment. This knowledge of Mr. Stan­ 
ley extended to the assurance that he could not 
possibly meet Livingstone at Ujiji, because 
Stanley and Noe, as the latter alleges, got into 
some odd difficulties with a party of Moslems 
in Asia Minor in the year 1866. From the 
manner in which, according to Noe, the 
trouble was brought about and the way Stan­ 
ley got the party out of it he fiuds irrefraga­ 
ble proof that in November, 1872, Livingstone 
was not to be found anywhere, and, therefore, 
Stanley did not find him. On all this stupid 
course of reasoning, which is put forward by 
Mr. Noe inferentially, we submit that it is a 
oue-sided story at the best, and jiersonal in all 
its details to the accuser and the accused. The 
camlid admissions of Mr. Noe about desert­ 
ing the navy, perjuring himself, attempting 
murder at the word of command and submit­ 
ting to outrages at the bauds of the Turks 
are not very edifying; for although they may 
exalt him highly in the eyes of those who 
wish to look on him as a “converted” traveller 
in Asia Minor they bear á decided trace of 
being disingenuous in relation 
and in 
motive. The refreshing, primeval innocence 
which 
Mr. 
Noe 
puts 
forward 
to ac­ 
count for his bad actions is hardly fair 
to the navy from which he deserted, and his 
allowing over five years to elapse before publish­ 
ing his story shows just at the present moment 
a strong current in himself of that “refinement 
of cruelty” which he so liberally charges to 
Mr. Stanley. We say thus much for the sim­ 
ple sake of fair play between man and man. 
Mr. Stanley w’as employed by the H e r a l d 
to report 
the Abyssiniuh war for 
this 
journal, aud the vigor, capability and faith­ 
fulness of the man were shown in his furnish­ 
ing us with the news of tho fall of Magdala 
aud death of King Theodorus before anybody 
else and in time for us to communicate to the 
English government the success of ita own ex­ 
pedition in that distant region. This was Mr. 
Stanley’s certificate of character as a jour­ 
nalist 
to 
the 
world. 
For what 
hap­ 
pened in his life 
before 
that we are 
not accountable, and certainly do not feel such 
unlimited confidence iu Mr. Noe or his narra­ 
tive of peculiar catastrophes as to make our­ 
selves judges on the alleged “facta” in the case. 
From the date of the Abyssinian triumph 
forward Mr. Stanley further proved himself 
journalistically in various expeditions for this 
joiumal, every one of which he has conducted 
in a thoroughly honorable and sSlisiáctory 
manner. He has truthfully related the man­ 
ner in which he received his instructions to 
“find Livingstone,” and the facsimile of 
Livingstone’s handwriting on another page 
will tell how he obeyed them. 
This, we 
imagine, should be answer sufficient to the 
Thomases ; but murmurs of a forgery commit­ 
ted in some end or other of the world, which 
was being palmed off as tbe handiwork of 
Doctor Livingstone, have been so rife in vari­ 
ous grudging aud ungenerously envious quar­ 
ters, that we presume they will shift their 
ground again as they did before, and remain 
loudly unconvinced. 
Objections have been taken by some callow 
critics to Dr. Livingstone’s expressions os “sa-, 
voring too much of Americanism,” Ac. Now 
the explanation appears to us as very simple. 
Snch words as “twaddle,” “currency,” are 
pointed to, and the everlasting “bulbous-be- 
low-thc-ribfl” controversy is possibly going on 
still. The words and phrases ticketed “Amer­ 
icanisms” were by no means invented since 
Dr. Livingstone’s departure from among us, 
and were by no means nncnrrent in England 
when he left it; yet, for the sake of argument, 
we may admit that they were coined in tbe in­ 
terval between Livingstone’s day of starting 
up the Rovnma and Stanley’s leaving for 
Africa. In this category we may include the 
never-to-be-forgotten ‘ 4)ulbous-bolow-the-ribe’ ’ 
mystery. At the time Stanley met the great 
explorer the latter had been over five years 
without the sight of a white man’s face 
and without hearing the English tongue 
spoken, 
except, 
perhaps» 
the 
jagged 
nondescript 
of 
thoeo 
he 
carried 
with 
him from Bombay and who deserted him. 
The tongue which he then heard possibly 
tripped off “Americanisms” colloqaially, as 
an Englishman might drawl out Anglicisms 
under the same circmnstances. They were in 
close communion for months, and it would be 
nbthing wonderful to find the Doctor admit 
“Americanisms” into his vocabulary, through 
that unwitting process which arises from con­ 
tiguity, and Jot them down “bnlbous-below- 
the-ribs,” and all in writing. The quotation 
from Hawthorne is apt in ita place, and 
possibly a comment of Stanley’s on Living­ 
stone’s verbal description of the noble African 
chief led tho latter to adopt tho more striking 
“bulbous” epithet These verbal eccontrii ities 
aeoouuted for, we find tho bolder accusation of 
complete forgery before us. 
Now. when the Uennan geograpjjier Kiepert, 


for whom we must own a Niegan ot tmpe&k, 
advanced his sweeping objeotioiiui to the 
ffgRAT.n correepondent’s story, he was not 
aware of the fact that Stanley carried in all 
eight letters from the explorer, together with 
his diary, consigned to various individuals, all 
of whom were tamiliar with the Doctor’s chi- 
rography. If, however, Stanley’s geographical 
aunouncementa did not agree with Mr. Kio- 
pert’s ideas of Centrul Africa, they must be all 
wroug! 
The French geographical Solons who 
discussed the matter made a much greater 
mountoin out of the molehill, which they did 
not observe was only their own ignorance of the 
facta. They had heard half the truth, and 
immediately proceeded to “construct” Africa, 
the Nile, Livingstone and Stanley with the 
most astonishing results and with a calmness 
eqnal to 
Tlie row 
That broke 
our society upon the Staiüslaus. 
If Stanley, in fine, did not construct an 
Africa á la franchise, with a Nile d miatre 
(Thólel and a Livingstone á Vean glade, the 
whole thing was the* construction (fun farceur 
amMcain. Very sorry indeed, measieurs ; but 
it would have been worth while to have waited 
for the whole truth, which appeared with the 
publication of the letters to parties other than 
the editor of the H e r a ld . 
These included 
Earls 
Clarendon, 
Granville 
and 
Derby, 
Livingstone’s brother in Canada, a former fel­ 
low traveller, and Livingstone’s daughter in 
Ireland. 
Now, in the face of all this, to pro­ 
claim the letters forgeries is to write one’s self 
down an ass, or to attribute to Mr. Stanley 
such 
powers 
of 
imitation, 
imagination 
and 
clairvoyance 
that 
there 
is 
no 
way of accounting for all his cleverness 
except through Spiritualism. Men’s names 
have been forged to wills, deeds and checks ; 
but that a man could sit down and write a 
number of lengthy letters and a five years’ 
diary in tho handwriting of another, and en­ 
close those to his family as genuine, and bo so 
accepted by them, can only, we repeat, be 
achieved by calling “spirits from tho vasty 
deep,” and having them come, too. It wonld 
leave the Tichborne case, with its uncertainties, 
far in the background ; nay, even Chatterton, 
“a marvellous boy, the sleepless soul that per­ 
ished in its pride,” never had such difficulties 
to contend with. When he commenced putting 
forth the pretended Rowley manuscripts there 
was nobody in the world to verify the writings 
of the dim old monk to whom Chatterton at­ 
tributed them. He was tripped up on a point 
similar to the great “bulbous-below-the- 
ribs” discovery, but Chatterton could not 
say 
that 
he 
had 
a 
chance 
to 
tell 
old Rowley what words had been coined and 
books written in a matter of three or four 
hundred years. If all the forgery criers say 
be true then they are the greatest hoaxes of 
all time aud Stanley a greater genius than 
mankind sees in every thousand years. 
If it 
had not been for the “bulbous” we would be­ 
lieve it, say one class of sceptics. 
All else we 
could put faith in; but ‘‘Falsua in uno, faleus 
inomnibua.” It is the old woman’s story re­ 
peated, who could not believe that her son 
saw a flying fish, but could that his ship’s an- 
chor<in tho Red Sea brought up one of the 
wheels of Pharaoh’s chariot on its fluke. 
Bruce, the Abyssinian traveller, would not be 
trusted because he gave a description of the 
native process of cutting stcAks from the live 
cow, and so on. The English Search Expe­ 
ditionists were afflicted with no such doubts, 
although it is not very apparent why they did 
not proceed on their errand in any case. From 
their own statement it was because of their 
certainty that Livingstone had been found to 
a sufficient extent and did not desire to be 
fonnd much more. 
Now, by way of final challenge to the incred­ 
ulous, sceptical Thomases, wo propose that if 
they can find sufficient funds to pay half the 
cost of another expedition to Central Africa to 
settle the question and doubt no longer we 
will pay the other half. To the party might 
be added correspondents from all the New 
York journals, and then we and everybody 
might be sure we had found him. 


The Catscaijr Cm « Once More. 
We thought we had done with the Catacazy 
case, and that we would hear nothing more of 
tho little Russian Jack-in-the-Box who worked 
Secretary Fish into such a terrible frenzy as to 
imperil our friendly relations with Russia; but 
we find we have been mistaken. In a letter 
from London, which we publish in another 
part of to-day’s H e r a ld , the reader is fur­ 
nished with a new feature, in this already 
thrice told tale. M. Catacazy himself has writ­ 
ten volumes on the subject; the State Depart­ 
ment bos made what might be termed full and 
minute explanations on the matter, and the 
newspapers have so thoroughly ventilated the 
subject that it would almost seem impossible 
to have anything further to say about tho diffi­ 
culty between the American Secretary and the 
Russian Minister. But now another phase in 
the case is revealed. M. Curtin, tho United 
States representative at the Russian Court, as 
we are informed, in a conversation recently, 
makes an explanation. 
In this it is shown 
that when the despatch from the State Depart­ 
ment in Washington regarding the Russian 
Minister’s conduct 
was 
received in Sk 
Petersburg Prince Gortachakoff was absent 
from tho capital, and 
the Secretary in 
charge of tho Foreign Office had no power 
to act in so important a matter in tho absence 
of bis superior—had no power even to receive 
tho American despatch. Minister Curtin at 
this point telegraphs to Washington, asking 
for instmctions to follow Prince Gortachakoff 
and lay the Washington despatch before him. 
It was necessary, it seems, for the Minister to 
have this permission, as Prince Gortachakoff 
was in Germany at the time, and an American 
Ambassador is not allowed to leave the 
country to wBich he is accredited without per­ 
mission from his government. In answer to 
this solicitation M. Curtin is told briefly to 
leave tho note requesting Mr. Catacazy’s recall 
at the Rossian Foreign office. These instmc- 
tions were obeyed, and there the note lay 
nntil the return of Prince Gortachakoff, a 
period of about four months. It is easy to be 
seen that the annoyance and bad feeling 
which the Fish-Catacazy imbroglio gave rise 
to might have been avoided bad Minister 
Curtin and Prince Gortachakoff had an op­ 
portunity of conferring together; but Secre­ 
tary Fish’s action prevented this and in- 
crtosed the unpleasantness. And now another 
party appears on the scene—Mr, Bancroft 
Davis. 'This gentleman manages to got his 
finger In tho Fish-Catacazy pie. Ho, we are 
informed, gives a flat denial to the statement 
Jfy. CortiA ever received tho dcsoatoh 


hem 
Shito Department ordering him ta 
leave the note requesting Cataoazy’s recall at 
the Foreign Office in St. Petersburg. For a 
gentleman who has so v a st^ amount of busi­ 
ness in another quarter f t transact .as Mr. 
Davis he appears to take an extraordinary 
amount of interest in a quesüon which does 
not at all concern him personally. Between 
Geneva and Berlin one wonld imagine he had 
enough to occupy his attention without interA 
fering with the affairs of Washington and Sk 
Petersburg. And how does he come to be so 
well posted about the despatches which pasH 
between the State Department and the Ameri­ 
can Embassy at Sk Petersburg as to be able 
to give tbe statement of Minister Curtin so un­ 
qualified a denial ? YVhatever light we view 
the'case in, it presents unpleasant features, all 
of which could have been avoided by tha 
exercise of common sense. In this re8pect,^ 
as in many other instances which might 
be cited. Secretary Fish’s dealings with 
foreign Powers has not been a success. Ha 
appears at times to get tangled in red tape, 
and we cannot resist the conviction that 
Prince Gortachakoff spoke sincerely when ha 
said that “the recall of M. Catacazy might 
at the right time have been settled iu au 
hour.”’

The Connell of the Crowns—Prnaelnw 
Ovntton to the Potentates. 
The Prussian people are preparing to accord 
a magnificent reception to their Majesties tha 
Czar Alexander of Russia and the Emperor 
Francis Joseph of Austria on tho occa.sion of 
their arrival in Berlin to visit Emperor Wil­ 
liam. The Germau capital is engaged in a 
continual effort for a proper observance of the 
evenk which will occur on the 7th of Sep­ 
tember, so that its consummation will be 
made in every way worthy of tho impor­ 
tance of the fact itself. There will be a grand 
military parade, a state banquet, royal attend­ 
ance, with a citizen crowd, at the opera, a 
German torchlight procession and then a 
general civic illumination. The Emperor of 
Austria is about to place his house in order in 
Pesth, where he will address the Hungarian 
Parliament on tho 1st proximo. Ho will then 
pay a visit to the King of Saxony in Dresden, 
and subsequently, putting aside all recollection 
of the late unpleasant “race” for the Saxon 
capital, set out to meet the victor of Sadowa- 
Minister Andrassy, attended by the ohiefl 
members of the Austrian Cabinet, will accom­ 
pany the Emperor to Saxony. The Hun-i 
garians wUl have had a great many apparentlj^ 
pleasant sentences from the imperial speeclr 
just previously delivered in Pesth, and then^ 
in the absence of his parti-coated peoples^ 
Francis Joseph of Austria will find himself iir 
the presence of his peers. It is difficult ta 
divine the subjects which will be brought for­ 
ward by the imperialists for discussion, bnt it 
is safe to presume that the great and never- 
dying one of the Church, particularly in Rome^ 
will be one of them. 
And then there will b», 
France and the democracies, with Turkey andli! 
her dalliances, and England with her Ballot' 
bill, her transatlantic 
relations and her 
marches and advance in Asia after having 
cured the “Sick Man.” The Emperors will" 
find plenty of subjects to talk about, so thafi 
the coming meeting at Ischl or in Berlin wil\ 
be very likely to eclipse that which took place 
years ago on tho raft at Tilsit in tho matters 
of present effect and future consequences.

Summer seems to be reminded of its limited

Many goodly things 
are

and

store. No one can be held accountable foil 
the freaks of managers in the dogdays, sinco 
a full house is a difficulty only as great ast 
keeping the audience cool if they could onoé 
be induced to come. Hence, that bad plays 
are inflicted in addition to ninety odd degrees 
of Fahrenheit must bo condoned by their 
utter failure. In this manner “One Wife’* 
at the Olympio went the way of all fleshy 
being buried under 
deservedly indignant 
condemnation after dying of public negleck. 
Phantom companies take possession of the 
theatres and play to empty benches; sporadic 
“stars” perform in a dismal way and disappear 
unexpectedly. It would seem that a few ad­ 
venturous artists are always reserved by the 
fetes for a display of childish incredulity by 
incurring a load of debt dnring “a short 
summer season,” in the belief that where 
so many theatres are doing nothing, or 
next to nothing, they may have a chance. They 
take a theatre each and become mutually 
astonished to find preliminary puffs appearing 
one after the other in the papers, and finally; 
see all the theatres open and close fltfally,j 
with a wofol result on the wrong side of tha 
lodger. 
The mere contemplation of thi^ 
human weakness 
makes 
us 
sad; 
bn¿ 
we know that “ short Sommer seasons’*^ 
will 
obtain, 
in 
spite 
of 
aU 
pocket 
logic, to the end of time. There, is perhapsj 
another side to the secret, which is equally de­ 
pressing. Actors are among the most amb& 
tions of classes, and the feelings of a “walking 
gentleman” or “utility” as ho sees himself by 
the road of time walking into “second old 
man’s” shoes, can hardly be described. It is 
hard to bear. Give to this actor an nnfledged 
author with a trashy play, and tho “ntility” 
will hag himself with the delusion that if 
he becomes not a “star,” he will be discovered 
some Summer night from the critic’s observa­ 
tory as, at leask a new asteroid The mad­ 
ness grows upon him through the Winter, 
effloresces in the Spring, and drives him to his 
doom in tho “short Summer season.” 
makes his flash, but is only a meteor after aU;; 
he bursts forth, “falls, falls and disappears,” 
and is voted a bore along with the rest of the 
flimsy August star showers. As the weather 
cools the theatres begin to look cheery and 
bright again, as if tho funeral of dead hopea 
were over, and the managerial lists of good 
things to come are paraded temptingly. 
New York begins to feel that it can support 
good theatres without stint, and lessees aud 
mauagors are q¿>t slow to recognize that feck 
They have learned that a first class theatre 
conducted in first class style can always com­ 
mand ita public, and they will soon have 
learned thoroughly that a single great name 
on the bills will not be accepted for a complete 
oerformance.

After long weeks of preparation and one discreet 
postponement, “Le Kol Carotte" was produced 
last evening before a very crowded bouse. For a 
first night everything ran with wonderful smooth­ 
ness, and there was only oue Int jrnipttbn to the 
general verdict of euthnslastic approval with whicn 
tho piece was constantly greeted. This occurred 
through an uAfurtuuate suggestion in Mrs. John 
Wood's part, that If she ran the guveriimcut she 
would remove every relative from olllce. A storm 
of rhcers and hisses was at once raised, und the 
management will, bcyomt all doubt, take the hint, 
and cut off this political excrescence from the dia­ 
logue. With tliis exceptlou, the piece was iiunUs- 
takably stamped with the certainty of a very suc­ 
cessful future. 
‘•Le Kol Carotte" promlse.s to make a new <le- 
parture In tho production of opera houffe and spec­ 
tacle In New York. Although depondlng largely 
for success upon scenic effects the temptation to 
brighten the stage with nudo feuiale limbs has been 
sternly resisted. There Is not a single ballot girl 
who IS not decently attired, and the charms of fe­ 
male beauty, though frequently suggested, are 
never exposed. Then, again, those Insufferablv 
long dances, which theatrical critics and all other 
sensible people have come to regard as iuflictlons 
much more terrible than a long and stupid sermon, 
have been ruthlessly excised. 
In the whole 
piece • there U only one ballet, and that 
Is a country dance, of no great length. 
Yet another abuse has been abolished. 
In a 
spectacular piece there must, of course, be long In­ 
tervals between the principal tableaux to allow the 
carpenters to arrange the scenes and traps, and 
such gaps have to be filled up with something that 
will keep tho audience In a state of amused good 
nature. Tho orthodox way of doing this In the 
post has been to throw In a lot of variety business. 
Egyptian jugglers, acrobats, trulued dogs, and 
even in one Instance a negro minstrel troupe, have 
all boeu employed to bridge over these guptiig 
chasms; but in the “Rol Carotte," with tho excep­ 
tion of tho Majlltons, there Is absolutely nothing 
introduced foreign to the subject m atter of the 
story. How, then—perhaps will be aske<l—Is the 
time filled up* Nothing can be more simple. The 
plot of the “Roi Carotte" not only serves 
as the groundwork for the display of fine 
scenery and handsome dresses, und gorgeous 
transformation effects, but, strange as the state­ 
ment may seem. It is actually Illustrated with a 
witty and Interesting dialogue, rendered with 
spirit and address by a competent company. No 
limbs, scarcely any ballet, an utter absence of 
the variety business, and a fair acting cast—this 
is indeed a revolution in the world of spectacle. 
And judging from the behavior of the house last 
night, the public hall the change 'as a needed and 
pleasiint one. In London, as already slated hy the 
theatrical correspondent of the U bkald In a 
recent letter, “leggy” burlesques and sensation

The plot of the piece Is necessarily soiiiewliat 
fantastic, but It Is at least eonslsteiit throughout to 
Its own vein of extravagant Improbability. 
A worthless young Prince (Krldollii), reduced to 
the last stage of impeciinloslt.v. Is taken in hand 
by the good genius of hts dynasty (Kohiu Luruu), 
who determines that the bc.st way to reform him is 
to let him pass through a course of adversity. The 
Prince ia going to be married to Cunegondc. the 
daughter of a neighboring monarch, who Is as 
“hard up" as himself, und Is conseiiueutly unable 
to 
pay 
the 
usual 
dowry. The 
Princess 
having entered the domains of the Prince, 
he resolves to see 
her iK'fore 
making 
np his mind whether he shall marry her sans dot 
or seize the excuse of no money lielng forthcoming 
to declare tho match off. 
He therefore disguises 
himself III the dress of a student, and nnwlttlngly, 
over "zwcl lager.’’ Interviews Cunegondc, who Is 
also playing uu Incognito part, so os lu Und out 
what kind of a cliarncter the Prince bears among 
his pco|ile. It is needless to sav that the reports 
given on tioth sides are conceived In a strain of 
ardent cniogy. The Prince at once falls seriously 
In love, aud only one thing stands In the way of 
the immediate celebration of the m arriage-the 
want of money. At this point Robin l.nron aiipears 
on the scene and offers a hundred thousand crowns 
fur a ruined castle, which contains, among other 
things, some suits of old armor that were the battle 
harness of his ancestors. The Prince recoils at the 
thought of thus disposing of the souvenirs of 
“three centuries of honor, courage and glory," but 
soonsiiocnnibs to the temptation. He lias, however, 
a keen enough sense of shame left to as soon us 
possible thereafter proceed to stifle the pangs of 
remorse In th(* flowing bowl, and he holds a carouse 
in the very hall where the armor hangs. Although 
he does not know It, there hangs upon the posses­ 
sion of this armor the fate ut his dynasty, aud 
some Inkling of niislnrtnne gleams upon him when 
In the midst ofthe testlvltlcs. Ghostly and indig­ 
nant laces suddenly glare from the opened visors 
of the suits of mall, lie and his courtiers hurriedly 
run home and pay a visit of ceremony to the Prin­ 
cess in the grand reception hall. There Coloqtiinte, 
the wicked fairy, appears, calls np King Carrot, In­ 
vests him with sovereignty, and, hy a charm, 
causes Cuncgonde 
to 
fall 
in 
love with 
the usurper. 
Frldollii Is driven away, but 
soon flnifs friends. Robin Luron releases Rost'e 
du .Soir, a princess, held in Imprisonment by 
Coloqniute, and who has learned to think with a 
tender passion for the Prince bv seeing him walk 
In the garden beneath her window, and endows her 
with a magic spool of gold thread, which leads hpr 
wherever It Is well for her to go. Rost'e dn Noir, in 
the disguise of a page, enlists In Fridotln's service, 
and the court necromancer and the good genius 
come also to his aid. The four then make a jour­ 
ney to the chamber of a lamous euchaiiter named 
Quiriblbj, who bargains with I’rldolln that if the 
latter will assassinate him he will give him a magic 
lamp, which has the power of taking him to wher­ 
ever the ring of Solomon, the most potent of talis­ 
mans, mayhaiipen to l»e. The met bod of assassi­ 
nation adopted is singular. 
Krldolln tears off 
first one leg and then the other, then the 
arm*, and then the tmnk, while the head 
is deposited on the table. The detached members 
arc thrown Into the furnace os they are snatched 
away, and at last, the head having been thrown In 
also, a young man springs out from the flames. 
Tills is (jnlrlMbl, who has regained his ynnth, but 
has loit his magical powers. lie gives Krldolln the 
lamp, and ihe party are at once transported to 
Pompeii, which, when they arrive there, stands in 
ruins. But Fridolin commands the city to appear 
again as It was before Its destruction, and lu a 
moment the scene changes, and living Pompeii, 
crowded with people, is lietore the eye. The ring 
of Solomon obtained. Pompeii Is destroyed again 
by an eruption of Vesuvius at tho bidding of hYI- 
dolln. Krldolln now has the game in his own 
hands, and could turn King rarrot out without 
trouble, but allows himself to be cajoled by 
the simulated fondness of Unaegond© to let 
her hold the ring. She betrays him to King Carrot, 
and he is exib d by tho bud tairy to a desolate 
Island. Again he Is rescued by the devotion of 
Ros<»e du Soir. who has procure«l a flre-lcaved 
shamrock, which gives her power to nave five wishes 
performed. She wishes h*ridolln to have a ship, 
and then, naturally, wishes to be with him, and one 
or two other things, until the party find themselves 
In the Kingdom of Monkeys, where the faithful 
necromancer has some very strange and amusing 
e.vperleiices. Prince Fridolin recovers his throne 
at last-not hy means of magic, but by a revolution 
of the people against King Carrot, who meets an 
Ignoble end. Krldolln marries Ros6e du .Soir, Is 
congratulated by representatives from the Ring- 
dom of Insects, and then figures In the closing 
tableau of a gorgeous transformation scene. 
This tale of fairyland Is Illustrated with finer 
scenery, costumes and spectacular effects than we 
have ever seen In New ^ork before. The Pompeiian 
tableau cannot. Indeed, be too highly praised. Die 
old broken columns ami heapa of dflbrla quickly 
fade away under the Influence of the magic lamp, 
and the city as it was before Its fall—its houses 
gay with emblems and fresco paintings. Its streets 
alive wltn gamblers and gladlator^ poete and 
women of pleasure, soldiers, swells and slaves— 
rises np in the full light of midday before the au­ 
dience. The skill and taste displayed In tho ar- 
rangemcnt and grouping of t he colors and costumes, 
and the spirit and life that animate the picture 
make tr stngnlarly impressive. 
The monkey 
tablean Is also very effisctlve, though in a different 
way. It Is one of the oddest and strangest and 
most ontrageonsly lodlcrou.s spectacles that can be 
Imagined.

nuts. These are tho best scenes, hut there 
arc half a dozen others that are singularly pleasing 
and Impressive, The dresses and costumes are 
throughout very rich, and there are few courts In 
the world of reality that, even on gala days, make 
BO dazzling a show as that of King Carrot It is 
hard. Indeed, to give a Just conception of the scenic 
magnificence of the more important scenes. 
The permanent success of the piece, however, 
wlit depend rather upon the merfts of the music 
and of the dialogue than the splendors of the 
mounting. Brllltant pictures are very nice to look 
at, but people carry ears and brains as well as eyes 
to the theatre, as managers sre beglnalng to find 
out. And In both respects “Lc Kol Carotte’^ takes a 
high, though not, of course, the hlghestrank. The 
iBtUlc.

The airy vivacity, the ever- 
sparkling wit, thebrllllani eiiigruni that make the 
original work, as it loft tlie liunds of .Sar­ 
dón, Interesting even to read, have, liideeil, 
.somewhat evamnaled lu the proc s.s ortranslatloii. 
Hilt this was more or less Inevitable. Aud the 
piece lias, on tho whole, been very happily local­ 
ized, though the humor Is coarser In some places 
than It need be. D iereis, at any rate, a deligliilul 
absence of far-fetched and iised-iip ooniicalllies. 
Where there is a Joke It arises naturally, and is 
consequently seen and aiipreciatcd by everybody in 
the theatre.

Hut then bad

ing people to look at; 
that 
i.s. Indeed, 
the “ correct buslues.s" of the part. Of the 
ladies in waiting, two of wlioni—Miss Hronte and 
Miss Helen Strange—were debutantes and did 
admirably for a first anpcuranee. It is unoiigli to 
say lliat they dress with great taste aud care, and 
say wiial little they have to say with lutelligeuco 
and animation.

TRUMBULL IN MAINE. 


A L.arge Gathering of Liberal Rrpab- 
licans at 
Portland—The 
Senator’s 
Speech—A Rexrlexv of the AITairs of 
tho Nation From a New .Standpoint- 
Capital and Politics. 
PoilTLANP, Me., August 26, 1872. 
.Senator Trumbull addressed a meeting of liberal 
republicans and democrats this evening. In point 
of numbers It was one of the largest political meet- 
liigs of the season, but the enthusiasm was not so 
full and hearty aa his friends had a right to expect 
from hi.s commanding posltiou. In beginning his 
remarks he referred to his New England origin* 
and said that 
he came in behalf of recon­ 
ciliation an<l love of country. 
He eulogized 
tho late Senator Fessoiidcu, whom he sabl 
would if he was now living be a liberal republican^ 
The Philadelphia Convention, ho continued, pro­ 
claimed that the republicans had suppressed the 
rebellion. If this is so General Grunt has not got 
through hts work, for Grant, Sherman and the other 
leading Generals wore democrats. It was vain to 
pretend that General Grant had uclileved this re­ 
sult, for the rebellion was suppressed by the people 
without distinction of party. 
The finances of the country, the speaker 
declared, were In a scandalous coudlliou, aud 
yet were the boast of the republican party. 
Audrcw Johnson paid more of the-public debt than 
General Grant, and relieved tho country of a greater 
burden of taxation. It Is Impossible to ascertain 
the present condition of the public debt; the oillclal 
reports of the Secretary of the Treasury, Geueral 
.Spinner, and those of the Coiigrc.sslonal (’onimlttce 
vary at least a huudred millions. Referring to the 
recent speech of Secretary Robeson, in this city, 
Senator Trumbull pointed out also a discrepancy lu 
the various reports of the expenditures of the Navy 
Department for the last fl.soal year. It is these 
methods of deceit ami misleading the peo­ 
ple that condemn the administration. The ar­ 
rangement of Secretary Routwell with the Syn­ 
dicate in the sale ot tho five per cent bonds 
was presented at some lenglli, by whlrli, the 
speaker said, tlie people were forced to pay about 
eleven per cent extra interest, or $2,000,1100, In direct 
violation of the provisions of law. 
The history of the .secor contract In 1862-68 was 
also commented on with severity, the speaker 
showing how .Secretary Rohe son paid to the .Secors 
in 1870 $03,000 for claims which had been atliusted 
two years before. The usurpation of power by the 
administration lu the Improper retention of gold 
lu the rreusnry, to ue used In affecting the result 
ofthe election, was then treated, and the ailminls- 
ation waa comlemned for 
The history of the law for 
of the rights of the people of the L'nited States un­ 
der the fourteenth amendment of the constltullon, 
which provides for supervisors of elections in all 
cities of 20,000 Inhabitants snd upwards, was given 
as an illustration of the spirit of usurpation which 
marked General Grant’s adrninlstratlou. While tho 
liberal republicans supported all the acts of the re­ 
publican party lu behalf of freetlom and national 
credit It demanded a reform of tli* civil service by 
the present condition of which M e hundred mil­ 
lions are now lost to the county In collection of 
the revenue. The abuse of the flBnking privilege 
was also presented as a proof of Insecurity of the 
admlnistratiou. 
Referring to the opposlMon of the capitalists of 
the country to the election of IlorBce Greeley the 
speaker said It came of fear that they would cease 
to derive great profll.s from the present shameiul 
management of the flnanres. lie closed with a 
splenubl review of the sentiment of the country 
for llorare Greeley as follows:—“The West Is alive 
for him. 
You have enough liberal repub­ 
licans in conjunciloti with the 
herotoibro 
democrats to carry Maine. 
Your opponents 
are crossover your success and ahiisivc. There 
are hundreds among you ready to declare for Gree­ 
ley, und would no so, but are alrald of reiiuncia- 
tmn; but when the time comes they will march to 
the ballot box and deposit their votes for Horace 
Greeley." He urged his audience to give a good 
account of themselves In September and let the 
thunder of Maine be heard In Illinois. 
Senator Trumbull’s speech was rewarded with 
three cheers at Its close. 
The Senator was followed by D. L, Phillips, of Il­ 
linois, who spoke briefiy.

mander to Deputy Health Dfflcer Mosher, that the 
rum had been aground on the night of Monday, Au­ 
gust 10, and had, in her captain’s opiuion, touched the 
bottom once or twice subsequently thereto. The re 
port caused quite a sensation In shipping circles, 
and everybody, including Uio.se who ought to know 
something about the harbor an»l port of New York, 
Insisted that It must be tv mistake, “she couldn’t 
ground down there, you know, and so lorlU.’’ Pilot 
Commissioner Hluntwas very much agtratedon the

its marvels ef ponderous architecture, chatted 
with him about the sources of the Nile, and, aa a 
cicerone will, assumed a perfect knowledge ol 
every subject that came up. Herodotus did not 
quite believe the story, but he gives it with his 
usual impartiality. "That there are two moun- 
tains rising into a sharp Peak situated between 
the city of Sycne, in Thebale, and Elephantine; the 
aame« of tlwc mouataiqa arg, the one. CIODBI; 


the other, Mophi; that tho sources or the Nile, 
which are bottomless, now from between these 
mountains, and that

and to the 'north, the other half over Ethiopia and 
the South." In his travels Dr. Livingstone has 
heard repeatedly of such fountains, and while 
their position, as given by the registrar, is, of

grace of 
God, 
preparing 


to clear up. Tho personal explorations of Hero- 
dotus reac'.ied no farther than the first cataract; 
his other information is atlmittedly hearsay. It 
speaks of long stretches of the river to the far conn- 
try of the Automoii, and indicates a large lake to 
the south through which the Nile flows. While re- 
ferring to Herodotus It may be worth while to point 
another possible coincidence between his history 
and an ethnological observation of Dr. Livingstone. 
The explorer says that he found a light-colored, 
handsome people in Rua, who worked copper 
mines, wove grass very finely aud were otherwise 
more distinguished in appearance and customs 
than their neighbors. Herodotus recounts that 
two hundred and forty thousand Egyptian soldiers, 
being placed on frontier duty at Elephantine, as

federal office iu the United States supplying 
them with money and votes.

crats were united on a popular candidate, 
taken from their own ranks, while now, if we

that may be, aud some refusing to vote at all. 
Under these circumstances it might be ex- 
pected that the republicans would command 
an easy victory, and there must be some un- 
explained reason for this singular luss of con- 
fidence in their own strength, especially as 
they scon I tho idea that the liberal defection 
has occasioned any serious rupture in their 
organization—some cause for the unexpected 
closeness of a contest which should have been 
for the administration nothing more than a 
triumphal march. Why is it that North Caro- 
lina, which gave a republican majority of 
eighteen thousand iu the State election of ISfiS, 
yields only a scanty and doubtful thousand or 
so to the Gubernatorial candidate of the same 
party iu 1872, and gives to the democrats the 
State Legislature, a United States Senator and 
an increased number of Congressmen '> 
Why 


is it that the State of Maine, with its unshaken 
republican majority ever since the republican 
orgatiization hud an existence, is regarded as 
debatable ground, aud calls for giant efforts 
to keep it iu the republican lino? 
If, as we 


are assured, the liberal loaders have no follow- 
ing in the ranks of their old party, and the 
democracy is demoralized and scattered, whence 
conies this opposition element which shakes 
the foundation of the powerful republican 
column and threatens to topple it over aud 
cast it into the dust ? How is it that, after 
being strengthened by the possession of power 
during four years of peace and prosperity, the 
organization that elected President Grant so 
triumphant]}1 is now compelled to put forth 
almost superhuman etlbrts to save him from 
defeat even iu sterling republican States '! 


The explanation can only be found in the 


unpopular policy of the party which controls 
the national administration and puts Presi- 
dent Grant before the people as its caudidat e 
for re-election. The President is the same 
man to-day he was four years ago. 
He has 


lost none of the prestige he won as the suc- 
cessful leader of the Union armies against the 
rebel Confederacy, and the people honor him 
as much now its they did when he WAS made 
the Lieutenant General of their armies b}- 
Congress and when he was elected to the 
Presidency by their votes. The nation owes

brave soldiers of Lee and Johnston and 
declared 
the rebellion at an end. 
But 


u the last Presidential election General Grant 
tood before the people on his own personal 
ecord aad on his individual political views 
and principles as indicated by his .words and 
lets. No person knew or cared to know what 
.ad been his political antecedents. 
He had 


proved hims'elf during the war independent 
of the politicians and disposed to resist their 
interference with the military authority. The 
terms granted by him to Lee's soldiers ; his 
prompt denunciation of the attempt to violate 
ihose terms by the arrest of General Lee for 
treason; the conservative tone of his report 
on the condition, of the South ; his desire to 
extend to the subdued rebels all their rights 
under the constitution and to restore self- 
government to the Southern States ; his ap- 
preciation of the wisdom of educating the ne- 
groes up to the standard of intelligence neces- 
sary to enable a citizen to exercise the elective 
franchise with advantage to the community, 
and his famous expression, "Let us have 
peace," were accepted as the platform of prin- 
ciples upon which he stood before the country 
for its support. 
He was not looked upon as 


a distinctive party candidate. At one time it 
seemed uncertain of which political organiza- 
tion he would be the nominee, and he received 
the votes of thousands of citizens independent 
of political considerations, for the reason that 
he was believed to be free from partisanship 
and as capable of loading in peace as he had 
shown himself to be in war. 
In the present 


campaign General Grant is put forward as the 
candidate of the republicans, and bears on his 
shoulders the policy of the men who surround 
%is administration—the policy of the radical 
Congress and of an incompetent Cabinet. 
The 


people are called upon not only to re-elect 
the General Grant of four years ago, but to 
vote for the continuance of the Congressional 
policy towards the Southern States, for the 
retention of the present Presidential advisers, 
and for the endorsement of the foreign policy 
of the past four years. This is the explanation 
of the closeness oi the contest and of the mys- 
terious strength of the opposition. 


In the early part of the campaign we took 


occasion to tell President Grant that if he 
would rid himself of his unpopular advisers, 
nullify the objectionable policy of Congress by 
suspending the operation of military law in 
the Southern States, change his Cabinet, and 
take a practical step in civil service reform by 
recalling the ward politicians and incompetent 
persons misrepresenting the United States in 
foreign missions and consulships, he need 
have no fear of the result of the election. Few 
people would prefer Greeley to Grant as the 
Litter stood four years ago. It is evident that 
many will prefer Greeley to Grant as the latter 
stands to-day. It is very probable, we admit, 
that the republicans may re-elect their candi- 
date; for, according to the present outlook, 
the financial and commercial interests of the 
country do not seem to desire a change of ad- 
ministration at this time, and appear to deern 
it safer to accept four years more of Grant 
than to trust to the dovlbtful experiment o 
Grceloy. Nevertheless, this is oqlv conjecture 


and remains to be toxted by thu October eloe- 
tioiis. No authoritative voice has spoken on 
the snlijeet, and we can only base our 
opiuitms upon the apparent tendency of Kenti- 
uic-nt aiming moneyed and busiuess circles. 
Our liest judgment leiuls us to believe th:it such 
is the present situation of the canvass ; yet it 
must be remembered that tho features of thin 
remarkahle campaign have changed more than 
once since the commencement of the contest, 
and may chaugo again. 
An ably conducted 


democratic contemporary, whoso duty it is to 
support Mr. Greeley, endeavored yesterday to 
find some other explanation of tho reaction in 
thu Greeley cause/ than that we have given, 
and ii.s editorial was well constructed and en- 
titled to consideration as an effective political 
argument. It is undoubtedly true that a high 
pressure rate ol speed cannot bo kept up un- 
ceasingly iu n political movement, aud that in 
polities, us in the weather and in. the business 
of Wall street, there, must come a season of 
lassitude and dulness. Nevertheless, wo attrib- 
ute the Greeley stagnation mainly to tho 
settling back of the moneyed interest,-) of tho 
country against a change, of administration in 
a period of peace and prosperity ; and wo 
deem 
it 
likely, unless there 
should bo 


a eouuter-reaclioii in this direction, that the 
republicans, by the aid of the financial and 
commereial classes, may carry their candidate 
to victory despite the political issues of the 
campaign. At the same time we repeat that the 
doulit and uncertainly that still hang over the 
result, arc due to the men and the poliey Presi- 


dent Gr.ml now represents, and we are more 
luin ever convinced that if the President would 
id himself of both and stand once more before 
he people as he stood in 1808, upon the sound 
ilatforiu of his personal record, independent 
i partisan policy, his triumph in November 
vould be no longer doubtful.

who have never had occasion to test its 
reality that we have a city telegraph in opera- 
tion for the rapid transmission of messages 
from one part of the city to another. 
The 


fact is, that deficient as we are in the means 
of rapid transit in New York, a messenger of 
ordinary diligence can beat the telegraph line 
over any distance between the Battery and 
Harlem Bridge, and give the electric wires a 
good start at that. We can ordinarily send a 
boy from the HEBAJ.D office to the Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel with a letter and receive an answer 
back by his hands before a message, if sent 
by 
the 
telegraph 
line, 
would 
have 


reached its destination. 
Indeed, a mes- 


sage sent from 
New York to Philadel- 


phia will often be despatched and an- 
swered in less time than would be consumed 
in transmitting a telegram from the City Hall 
to Thirtieth street. We need quick and thor- 
ough telegraph accommodations, and if the 
business of the Western Union is too great to 
permit them to do this branch of the 
service properly we should have an inde- 
pendent city company. We would willingly 
aid such an enterprise by a liberal subscrip- 
tion, and our business men would promptly 
raise sufficient capital to establish it if started 
under reliable auspices and efficient manage- 
ment. Such a line, if kept open day and 
night, and made effective as a means of really 
rapid communication, would pay a handsome 
profit, besides being a valuable public accom- 
modation. 


THE BONDED WAREHOUSE FIKE.—A very 


simple accident yesterday morning caused a 
serious loss of property by fire in the United.

Prominent among the latest editions of 


Thomas is a Long Island philosopher named 
Noe, who knew (on the authority of the local 
postmaster) all about Stanley some six years 
ago, 
aud hence knows all about him up (o the 


present moment. This knowledge of Mr. Stan- 
ley extended to the assurance that be could not 
possibly meet Livingstone at Ujiji, because 
Stanley and Noe, as the latter alleges, got into 
some odd difficulties with a party of Moslems 
in Asia Minor in the year ISli'j. 
Vrom the 


manner in which, according to Noe, the 
trouble was brought about and the way Stan- 
ley got the party out of it lie finds irrefraga- 
ble proof that in November, 1S7'2, Livingstone 
was not to be found anywhere, and, therefore, 
Stanley did not find him. On all this stupid 
course of reasoning, which is put forward by 
Mr. Noe intercut ially, we submit that it is a 
one-sided story at the best, and personal in all 
its details to the accuser and the accused. The 
canilid admissions of Mr. Noe about desert- 
hit; the navy, perjuring himself, attempting 
murder at the word of command and submit- 
ting to outrages at the hands of the Turks 
are not very edifying; for although they may 
exalt him highly in the eyes of thos^ who 
wish to look on him as a "converted" traveller 
in Asia Minor they bear a decided trace of 
being 
disingenuous 
in relation 
and 
in 


motive. The refreshing, primeval innocence 
which 
Mr. 
Noe puts 
forward 
to ac- 


count for his bad actions is hardly fair 
to the navy from which he deserted, and his 
allowing over five years to elapse before publish- 
ing his story shows just at the present moment 
a strong current in himself of that "refinement 
of cruelty" which he so liberally charges to 
Mr. Stanley. 
We say thus much for the sim- 


ple sake of fair play between man and man. 
Mr. Stanley was employed by the HEUALD 
to report 
the 
Abyssinian war for 
this 


journal, and the vigor, capability and faith- 
fulness of the man were shown iu his furnish- 
ing us with the news of the fall of Magdala 
and death of King Theodorus before anybody 
else and in time for us to communicate to the 
English government the success of its own ex- 
pedition in that distant region. This was Mr. 
Stanley's certificate of character as a jour- 
nalist 
to 
the 
world. 
For 
what hap- 


pened in his life 
before 
that 
we are 


not accountable, and certainly do not feel such 
unlimited confidence in Mr. Noe or his narra- 
tive of peculiar catastrophes as to make our- 
selves judges on the alleged "facts" in the case. 
From the date of the Abyssinian triumph 
forward Mr. Stanley further proved himself 
journalistically in various expeditions for this 
journal, every one of which he has conducted 
in a thoroughly honorable and satisfactory 
manner. He has truthfully related tho . man- 
ner in which he received his instructions to 
"find Livingstone," and the fac-simile of 
Livingstone's handwriting on another page 
will tell how he obeyed them. 
This, we 


imagine, should be answer sufficient to the 
Thomases ; but murmurs of a forgery commit- 
ted in some end or other of the world, which 
was being palmed oS' as the handiwork of 
Doctor Livingstone, have been so rife in vari- 
ous grudging and ungenerously envious quar- 
ters, that we presume they will shift their 
ground again as they did before, and remain 
loudly unconvinced. 


Objections have been taken by some callow 


critics to Dr. Livingstone's expressions as "sa- 
voring too much of Americanism," &c. Now 
the explanation appears to us as very simple. 
Such words as "twaddle," "currency," are 
pointed to, and the everlasting "bulbons-be- 
low-the-ribs" controversy is possibly going on 
still. The words and phrases ticketed "Amer- 
icanisms" were by no means invented since 
Dr. Livingstone's departure from among us, 


for whom we must own a Niagara of respect, 
advanced his

itALU correspondent's story, ho was not 


aware of the fact that Stanley carried in all 
eight letters from the explorer, together with 
his diary, consigned to various individuals, all 
of whom were familiar with the Doctor's chi- 
rography. If, however, Stanley's geographical 
annoimccmentK did not agree with Mr. Kie- 
perl's ideas of Central Africa, they must be all 
wrong ! The French geographical Solous who 
discussed the matter made a much greater 
mountain out of the molehill, which they did 
not observe was only their own ignorance of the 
fads. 
They had heard half the truth, and 


immediately proceeded to "construct" Africa, 
the Nile, Livingstone aud Stanley with the 
most astonishing results and with a calmness

except through Spiritualism. Men's names 
have been forged to wills, deeds and cheeks ; 
but that, a man could sit- down and write a 
number of lengthy letters ami a five years' 
diary in the handwriting of another, and en- 
close these to his family as genuine, aud be so 
accepted by them, can only, wo repeat, be 
achieved by calling "spirits from the vasty 
deep," and having them come, too. It would 
leave the Tichborne case, with its uncertainties, 
far iu the background ; na}', even Chatterton, 
"a marvellous boy, the sleepless soul that per- 
ished in its pride," never had .such difficulties 
to contend with. When he commenced putting 
forth the pretended Itoivley manuscripts there 
was nobody iu the world to verily the writings 
of the dim old monk to whom Chatterton at- 
tributed them, lie was tripped up on a point

Bruce, the Abyssinian traveller, would not be 
trusted because he gave a description of the 
native process of cutting steaks from the live 
cow, and so im. The English. Search F.xpc- 
ditionists were afflicted with no such doubts, 
although it is not very apparent why they did 
not proceed on their errand iu any case. From 
their own statement it was because of their 
certainty that Livingstone had been found to 
a sufficient extent and did not desire to be 
found much more. 


Now, 
by way of final challenge to the incred- 


ulous, sceptical Thomases, we propose that if 
they can find sufficient funds to pay half the 
cost of another expedition to Central Africa to 
settle the question and doubt no longer wo 
will pay the other half. To the party might 
be added correspondents from all the New 
York journals, and then we and everybody 
might be sure we had found him. 


Tlie Cataeu.zy Case Once More. 


We thought we had done with the Catacazy 


case, and that we would hear nothing more of 
the little Russian Jack-in-the-Box who worked 
Secretary Fish into such a terrible frenzy as to 
imperil our friendly relations with Hussia; but 
we find we have been mistaken. In a letter 
from London, which we publish iu another 
part of to-day's HERALD, the reader is fur- 
nished with a new feature in this already 
thrice told tale. M. Catacazy himself 1ms writ- 
ten volumes on the subject; the State Depart- 
ment has made what might be termed full and 
minute explanations on the matter, and the 
newspapers have so thoroughly ventilated tho 
subject that it would almost seem impossible 
to have anything further to say about the diffi- 
culty between the American Secretary and the 
Russian Minister. 
But now another phase in 


the case is revealed. M. Curtin, the United 
States representative at the Bussian Court, as 
we are informed, in a conversation recently, 
makes an explanation. 
In this it is shown 


that when the despatch from the State Depart- 
ment in Washington regarding the Russian 
Minister's conduct 
was 
received in St. 


Petersburg Prince Gortschakoff was absent 


,nd were by no means uncurrent in England 
from the capital, 
and 
the Secretary in 


when he left it; yet, for the sake of argument, 
we may admit that they were coined iu the in- 
terval between Livingstone's day of starting 
up the Kovuma and Stanley's leaving for 
Africa. In this category we may include the 
never-to-bs-forgotten' 'bulbous-below-thc-ribs'' 
mystery- Ai the time Stanley met the great 
explorer the latter had been over five years

The tongue which he then heard possibly 
tripped off "Americanisms" colloquially, as 
an Englishman might drawl out Anglicisms 
under the same circumstances. They were in 
close communion for months, and it would be 
nothing wonderful to find the Doctor admit 
"Americanisms" into his vocabulary, through 
that unwitting process which arises from con- 
tiguity, and jot them down "bulbous-below- 
the-ribs," and all in writing. The quotation 
from Hawthorne is apt in its place, and 
possibly a comment of Stanley's on Living- 
stone's verbal description of tho noble African 
chief led the latter to adopt tho more striking 
"bulbous" epithet These verbal eccentricities 
accounted for, we find 'the bolder accusation of 
complete forgery before us. 


Now, when the Gorman geographer Kieport. 


charge of the Foreign Office had no power 
to act in so important a matter in the absence 
of his superior—had no power even to receive 
the American despatch. 
Minister Curtin at 


this point telegraphs to Washington, asking 
for instructions to follow Prince Gortschakofi' 
and lay the Washington despatch before him. 
It was necessary, it seems, for the Minister to 
have this permission, as Prince Gortschakoff 
was in Germany at the time, and an American 
Ambassador is not allowed to leave the 
country to which ho is accredited without per- 
mission from his government. In answer to 
this solicitation M. Curtin is told briefly to 
leave the note requesting Mr. Catacazy's recall 
at the Russian Foreign office. 
These instruc- 


tions were obeyed, and there the note lay 
until tho return of Prince Gortschakoff, a 
period of about four months. 
It is easy to be 


seen that the annoyance and bad feeling 
which tho Fish-Catacazy imbroglio gave rise 
to might have been avoided had Minister 
Curtin and Prince Gortechakoff bad an op- 
portunity of conferring together; but Secre- 
tary Fish's action prevented this and in- 
creased the unpleasantness. 
And now another 


party appears on the scene—Mr. Bancroft 
Davis. This gentleman manages to get his 
finger in the Fish-Catacazy pie. Ho, we are 
informed, gives a flat denial to the statement 
that Mr- Curlin over received tlw despatch 


from tho State Department ordering liiuJ to 
leave the note requesting Catacazy'8 recall at 
the Foreign Office in St. Petersburg. 
For a 


gcutlc-muzi who has so vast an amount of busi- 
ness in another quarter to transact ,as Mr. 
Davis he appears to take ou extraordinary 
amount of interest in a question which does 
not at nil concern him personally. Between 
Geneva and Berlin one would imagine he had 
enough to occupy his attention without inter- 
fering with the affairs of Washington and St. 
Petersburg. 
And how does he come to be so 


well ' posted about the despatches which pass 
between tho State Department and the Ameri- 
can Embassy at St. Petersburg as to bo ablo 
to give the statement of Minister Curlin so un- 
qualified a denial? 
Whatever light we view 


the case in, it presents unpleasant features, all 
of which could have been avoided by tho 
exercise of common sense. 
In this respect, 


as in mauv other instances which might 
bo cited, 
Secretary Fish's dealings with 


foreign Powers has not been a success. Ho 
appears at limes to get tangled ill red tape, 
aud we cannot resist the conviction that 
Prince Gortschakoff spoke sincerely when ho 
said that "(he recall of M. 0/auicany might 
at the right time have been settled iu au. 
hour." 
Tlie Conn<-il of tike Crowns—Prussian 


Ovutloii to 
«I«e Polcntaics. 


The Prussian people: are preparing to accord 


a magnificent reception to their Majesties tho 
C/ar Alexander of Russia and the Emperor 
Francis Joseph of Austria 011 the occasion of 
their arrival iu Berlin to visit Emperor Wil- 
liam. The German capital is engaged in a 
continual effort for a proper observance of tho 
event, which will occur on the 7th of Sep- 
tember, so that its consummation will bo 
made iu every way worthy of the impor- 
tance ol' tin- fact itself. There will bo a grand 
military parade, a slate banquet., royal attend- 
ance, with a citizen crowd, at the opera, a 
German torchlight procession and then a 
general civic illumination. Tho Emperor of 
Austria is about to place his house in order ia 
Pesth, where he will address tho Hungarian 
Parliament on the 1 st proximo. He will then 
pay a visit to the King of Saxony in Dresden, 
and subsequently, putting aside all recollection 
of the late unpleasant "race" for tho Saxou 
capital, set out to meet tho victor of Sadown. 
Minister Audrassy, attended by tho chief 
members of the Austrian Cabinet, will accom- 
pany the Emperor to Saxony. The Hun- 
garians will have had a great many apparently 
pleasant sentences from the imperial speech 
just previously delivered in Pesth, and then, 
n the absence of his parti-coated peoples, 
Francis Joseph of Austria will find himself in 
the presence of his peers. It is difficult to 
divine the subjects which will be brought for- 
ward by the imperialists for discussion, but it 
is safe to presume that the great aud never- 
dying one of the Church, particularly in Komo, 
will be ono of them. Aud then there will bo 
France and the democracies, with Turkey and 
her dalliances, and England with her Ballot 
bill, her transatlantic

marches and. advance in Asia after havhig 
cured the "Sick Man."

the coming meeting at Ischl or in Berlin will 
be very likely to eclipse that which took place 
years ago on the raft at Tilsit in tho matters 
of present effect and future consequences.
